Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The limitations of the claims are met by the prior 
arts of record. The amendments and the declarations filed 09/05/2003 were entered, however, neither the amendments nor the arguments 
alter the status of the claims. Applicant argues that the references do not teach the daily dosage and duration of treatment as required by 
the instant claims, this is not persuasive because Pramidine Marketing Authorization discloses a solution for nasal admin istartion of 
metoclopramide into the nasal cavity of the patient for rapid absorption and treatment of disorders such as Gastroparesis while Robins 
discloses the recommended daily dosage and duration of therapy for the same disoreders. all the limitations of the instant claims are met 
by the combined references as stated in the Office Action mailed 1 1/05/02. The newly added claims contain limiatations which lie within 
the scope of the previously examined claims and therefore are not considered allowable at this time . 
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
